chambers. The dinner, an excellent

serving by young ladies from the El

The program consisted of address- 


es by Buron Fitts, chief prosecutor 
of the district attorney's office of 
Los Angeles county, D. 3. Shultis of 
Baldwin Park, R. Holtby Myers, 
secretary of the Los Angeles Build- 
ing and Loan association, and Geo. 
H. Barnes, Los Angeles business 
man and president of the American 
Reforestation association. 
Mr. Fitts' address dealt with crime, 


followed by practical suggestions 
for the amendment of the criminal 
laws. He threw stress on the fact 
that organized blackmailing prevail- 
ed at this time to a greater extent 
than at any time in the history of 
the world, stating that no man of 
any prominence in the community 
was safe from the attacks of the or- 
ganized blackmailer.

rector-at-large of the association, re- 
ceived an ovation when he arose to 
address the gathering on his trip 
through 
Mexico.

miles. They.wpnt down the coast by 
freight steamer and, as far as possi- 
ble, arranged that their entire jour- 
ney should be out of the beaten 
track of'the tourist. Mr. Shultis's 
address was the hit of the evening, 
feeing full of humor and dealing with 
the intimate life of the Mexicans 
observed during his trip. 


Mr, Barnes spoke for thirty min- 


utes upon the,devastation .which has 
been wrought throughout the United 
States by the cutting and burning 
of timberland.

an address on business ethics.

slums being a thing of the past.

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Growing Summer 


Covercrops Very 


Vexing Problem 


(From Farm Bureau Monthly) 
There is considerable interest 


among citrus growers on the 
subject of summer cover crop- 
ping of citrus orchards. 
The 


problem as presented in the 
form of questions is-as follows: 
Is it advisable to plant? What 
should be plant.e^ipd how? 


A large proportion of grow- 


ers feel that it>isi profitable to 
plant winter coVei'crops. 
Not 


only do they feel it is profitable, 
but in some cases it is almost 
necessary. The growing of sum- 
mer crops between the trees is 
more of a question. 
The sum- 


mer covercrop grows in the 
same soil in which the citrus 
trees are feeding, at a time of 
year when the citrus' trees are 
taking from the soil the great- 
est amount of plant food and 
moisture. 


The question which must be 


considered is will the covercrop 
compete with the citrus trees to 
the extent that the trees may 
not obtain sufficient available 
plant food and moisture for 
maximum growth of both tree 
and fruit ? 
In some soils per- 


haps this problem need not give 
the grower deep concei'n. but 
in many soils there is not suffi- 
cient available plant food and 
storage capacity for water to 
provide for ideal conditions for 
the growth of the tree, the crop 
and also the covercrop. 


In the case of an orchard of young 


trees the.sc objections may hot ob- 
tain, chiefly because the storage ca- 
pacity for moisture within the soil 
is adequate and the tree roots do not 
take up the whole soil area of the 
orchard. In this case the covercrop 
is usually not competing to any ex- 
tent with the citrus trees. 


The grower necessarily has to de- 


termine these points for himself. It 
is necessary to work out a program 
for each individual orchard, based 
upon size of trees, the soil type, 
amount of available irrigation wa- 
ter, and the fertility of the soil. 


If all things appear to be ideal 


for planting a crop, the 
question 


arises, what to plant? A number of 
crops have been used successfully in 
Southern California. Meliiotus indi- 
ca has been grown, the vetches, cow- 
peas, Meliiotus alba, and hubam 
•clover. Cowpeas have proved an ex- 
cellent covercrop, putting on a good 
growth and providing a good ton- 


- page of green crop to turn under in. 
midsummer. Vetch, especially pur- 
ple, 
provides a good tonnage of 


green manure, as does hubam clover. 
If one wants a good crop to turn un- 
der and also grow a deeply penetrat- 
ing root system which breaks up the

soil, and allows for the addition of 
organic matter, especialy in the ower 
levels of soil, Meliiotus alba may be 
planted. 


The ideal program to follow in 


connection with Meliiotus alba is to 
plant during March, allowing the 
growth from the plants to go on 
throughout the spring, summer and 
fall, and continue on through the 
next winter. Turn under the follow- 
ing or second summer after plant- 
ing. 


How to plant depends upon the 


seed which is planted. Large seeds, 
such as vetches, cowpeas, etc., should 
be planted by means of a drill, be- 
cause the seed should be fairly well 
below the surface, especially in the 
light .types of soil. If the' clovers, 
such as hubam, Meliiotus alba, and 
Meliiotus indica are planted, it 
would probably be better to broad- 
cast them. If they are planted too 
deeply, a good stand will not be ex- 
perienced. . As soon as seeding is ac- 
complished, where furrow irrigation 
is used, it is necessary to make the 
furrows, these to be left in during 
the time the crop is growing. 


With these clovers the planting 


should be done fairly early, for if 
the planting is late the ground dries 


out more quickly on the surface and 
as a consequence a poor stand may 
be obtained. In the case of these 
shallow seeded plants, it is advisable 
to water quite often 
with just 


enough moisture to wet the surface 
soil. This can be very well accom- 
plished where the overhead irriga- 
tion system is used. Covercrops in 
general necessarily have to be wa 
tered about every two weeks, and 
perhaps in the case of some of the 
lighter soils during very warm wea- 
ther, even more often, possibly every 
ten days. 


In the case of a 'crop tht.t is not 


to grow throughout the following fall 
and winter, the time for turning un- 
der is in August. It matters little 
whether the crop is turned under 
with, a disc or plow, with, the excep- 
tion that plowing as ordinarily prac- 
ticed will probably turn the cover- 
crop under a little deeper. 
The 


time for turning these crops under 
depends largely upon the crop raised. 
In each case it should be turned un- 
der while it is still in the green 
state. 


The growing of summer Covercrops 


is an individual orchard problem and 
for this reason it is probably not 
safe to recommend it generally.

manufacturing concern In Brooklyn. 
The creation of these paper cups

Has Prohibition Fallen Down? 
The wets are in Washington hurling it in the face of 


congressmen that "prohibition is a failure" and that it's 
time to modify the eighteenth amendment so as to permit 
light wines and beer. 


If prohibition is a failure, as alleged, and light wines 


and beer will improve the present liquor-guzzling condi- 
tions, then bring on the modification and let's see whether 
or not it is good business. 


But, seriously, is the eighteenth amendment a failure? 


In thinking on this let us not focus merely the liquor-lap- 
ping crowd, the bootleggers and the derelect enforcement 
officers, for they are not all. 


But rather let us bring the question right down to 


home. Would we prefer that San Fernando return to 
wide-open saloons with its drunken patrons than to con- 
tinue under the present local conditions? 


Leave it to a vote, a secret ballot, and The Sun will 


wager a pint of epicac against a quart of buttermilk that 
ninety per cent of our citizens will vote for keeping the 
saloons out and for keeping the eighteenth amendment in 
force. 


And since the people of San Fernando are just about 


the same the country over, it is to be presumed that 
America's people, though discouraged for the lack of law 
enforcement, are not willing to throw up their hands and 
quit. 


The Los Angeles Times made a survey of over 100 in- 


dustrial plants a few days ago and found that prohibition 
benefits both the employer and the employed, that money 
hitherto spent in saloons has improved the financial, social 
and industrial of the average working man and his family. 


Both the industrial heads and the laboring men were 


frank to say that conditions for the employers and the em- 
ployees are far better than when saloons were going full 
blast. It was a verdict that refutes the argument that 
working people are against prohibition. 


The wets are doing their utmost to convince congress 


that the panacea for our ills is light wines and beer. The 
drys, who have all too long been asleep at the switch, ought 
to make congress understand that rigid enforcement is the 
essential. 


To get real enforcement, however, the federal govern- 


ment must hand the job over to the states, put the burden 
where it belongs, for law enforcement at long range never 
got very far—it's like sending an ox wagon.for a physician 
for a dying patient. 


Put prohibition enforcement in California upon Cali- 


fornia authorities, each county and municipality taking 
care of its own bailiwick, and the liquor stills and bootleg- 
gei-s will promptly be put out of business, for the people 
at home will see to it that the officers enforce the law or 
get out of the way and let men on the job who will do 
their duty.—San Fernando Sun. 


University Farm 


The board of supervisors acted with commendable 


promptness in oi^erinsr that there be placed on the August 
primary election ballot a proposition to authorize a bond 
issue of $1,000,000 for the purchase from the government 
of 160 acres of the site of the Soldiers' home at Sawtelle, 
to be used by the Agricultural college of the University 
of California in Los Angeles. Negotiations for purchase 
of the property have been conducted by a committee of 
citizens, of which Joseph F. Sartori is chairman. There 
is no doubt but the people will approve the selection and 
vote the bonds. 


When the board of regents a few months ago sought 


a new site for the university a condition was made that 
ground' sufficient in acreage and suitable for a university 
farm, for the Agricultural college, be provided. For the 
campus the West-wood site was found ideal; but there arose 
a doubt if the board of governors of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers would be able to sell the tract 
counted upon for the farm. 
The committee then took up 


the negotiations, which have progressed successfully to the 
point that there remains now only to obtain consent of con- 
gress—which is perfunctory—and the transfer will be 
made. 


With the university and Agricultural college Los An- 


geles county will have one of the greatest educational in- 
stitutions in the west. It will be a matter of pride and 
satisfaction—and, incidentally, great benefit—to the entire 
south. The supervisors have done well to be so prompt.— 
Express. 


A Fundamental Point 


It was never the intention of the founders of our gov- 


ernment to have it go into competition with its private 
citizens. Every time it enters the field of business it does 
a lasting damage to large numbers of its own people and 
adds a double burden on the taxpayers who must make up 
the tax revenue which government-owned enterprises are 
exempted from paying. 


The greatest suft'erers from government competition 


at present are the small publishers and printers who can- 
not compete with the tax-free government-owned printing 
plant which prints and sells return-addressed stamped 
envelopes. There is much agitation to discontinue this 
abuse, but at the same time we see the country flooded 
with political propaganda to launch the government in 
other branches of industry. All such proposals are con- 
trary to the true spirit of our constitution. 


The fundamental point the American people must con- 


sider is not so much whether they want public ownership 
of some particular industry, but whether or not they want 
to change our entire, form of government, the cardinal prin- 
ciple of which is a recognition of the right to private prop- 
erty and the development of private enterprise under gov- 
ernment protection, to a system which does not recognize 
the right to private property and which would have the 
government stj&fj in and take over the various business en- 
terprises which heretofore private eitizers have' had a right 
to operate.

MYSTERY OF SEA 


'"GRAVEYARD" 
SOLVED 


Presence of a so-called "dead 


spot" in the air near Victoria, B. C., 
prevents fog signals from being 
heard and thus explains why so many 
ships have gone on the rocks in this 
"graveyard of the Pacific." 
This 


is the opinion of scientists who re- 
cently* have been investigating the 
mystery. The phenomenon has been 
observed for years. Fog warnings 
from the lighthouse on Kace Rocks 
could be hoard distinctly at points 
farther away but were inaudible to 
mariners near by. This occurred in 
clear weather as well as in misty. 
On one occasion, the lighthouse keep- 
ers could be seen from a tug a few 
hundred yards away, but the sirens 
could not be heard from the boat al- 
though they were plainly audible at 
other places miles distant.
